DETAILED ACTION 

The amendment filed February 6, 2004 has been entered. Claims 9-13 are 
canceled. Claims 1-8 and 14-18 are pending. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-8 and 14-18 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of 
reasons for allowance: 

Claim 1 defines a first projecting stop member projecting outwardly from the 
housing adjacent the bottom end of the housing, a second stop member projecting 
outwardly from the housing vertically above and spaced from the first stop member, and 
first and second projecting engagement tabs on the passage for engaging the first and 
second stop members respectively. The prior art does not teach this feature in 
combination with the further limitations of the claims. 

Claim 17 defines a second stop member included in the second member and 
received in a pocket in the side wall. The second biased stop member of Franklin et al. 
is not provided on the second member 54, and the prior art does not suggest such a 
modification. Thus, this feature, in combination with the further limitations of the claims, 
distinguishes the claimed invention over the prior art.
